This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
June 16, 2004, to revive the above-identified application. 



The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
timely file a response to the final Office action mailed 
October 31, 2003. This Office action set a shortened statutory 
period for reply of three months. No extensions of time under 37 
CFR 1.136(a) were obtained. . Accordingly, the above-identified 
application became abandoned on February 1, 2004. The mailing of 
this decision precedes the mailing of a Notice of Abandonment. 

With the instant petition, petitioner paid the petition fee, 
filed a reply in the form of an amendment, and made the proper 
statement of unintentional delay.
